THE PHELPS-STOKES FUND 


The Phelps-Stokes Fund, a non-profit philanthropic organization, was established in 1911 
under the will of Miss Caroline Phelps Stokes (1854-1909). The Fund for over half a century 
has concerned itself with problems centering around the education of the Negro in the 
United States, the Negro in Africa, and the North American Indian. It has also been in 
the forefront of the effort to abolish slums in New York City. 

The Fund is active in a pioneer adult education plan to improve the contributions of Negro 
businessmen to the economic and civic life of the nation. Its President, Dr. Frederick D. 
Patterson, works closely with the National Business League, founded by Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington in 1900, in efforts to provide Negro businessmen with knowledge of new management 
techniques, accounting, and public relations. 

Throughout its history, office and staff members of the Fund have been men of broad prac¬ 
tical experience in education and civic affairs. Through them, the Fund has maintained 
effective lines of communication with educational and civic leadership at county, state, and 
national levels. This has created at the Fund a large reservoir of significant information on 
all aspects of Negro life in America.
